TYING UP THE TAR SANDS. 

The Dominion Government has agreed to set 
aside three sections of tar sands in the MceMurra) 
distriet for the city of Edmonton. The city, of 
course, does not intend to develop the property, 
but merely hold it in reserve in case private 
parties try to boost the price of asphalt unreason 
ubly when the city wants to do some paving. It 
will be awkward if the other cities and towns in 
the province follow the lead and send in applica 
tions for tar sand preserves, 
the rural municipalities begin to demand reserva 
tions as a safeguard against profiteered 
making material. These municipalities have quite 
as good right to do so as the City of Edmonton 
has, and it is not clear upon what principle they 
could be denied equal treatment. For that matter 
why not every city, town and rural municipality 
n the West that thinks it can draw supplies from 
MeMurray cheaper than from California or Trini- 
dad? If this precedent stands it opens the way 
for an epidemie of applications for tar sand re 
serves, whieh cannot be refused in fairness, and 
whieh cannot be granted without tying up the 
whole remaining area of the deposit from develop 
ment, Perhaps it would be better if the Dominion 
Government itself reserved a half dozen sections, 
as 2 guarantee to municipalities generally against 
vofair treatment, and left the balance available 
‘development by private capital. A country

MAY THEIR TRIBE INCREASE 

It appears that we have to depend more upon 
parasites than upon poison to keep the grass 
hoppers from eating up the crops There is, it 
seems, some kind of a diminutive but highly estim 
uble ‘‘bug’’ with an Easter appetite, which lives 
on the eggs of the hopper. But as the hopper 
produces eggs by the millions, the supply of late 
years has been altogether in excess of the demand 
for consumption, and the hoppers have multiplied 
accordingly. The object in sowing the fields with 
poison is to reduce the number of t 
point where the egg output will not exceed the 
consumptive capacity of the benevolent parasite. 
Vhat it has been done, it is thought, in the south 
western part of the provinee, but in the remaining 
part as far north as Wetaskiwin it is suspected
